The William Creek Milling Board. 

Wo loarn with a fooling of sincere 
regret that tho Governor has decided 
not to order an oloction for mpmbors 
of tho William Crook Mining Board. 
This body was oomposed of members 
chosen by tho minors themselves, who 
woro invested wilb power (subject to 
tho Governor's approval] of passing 
rulos foi tho proper and efficient work, 
ing of tho mines. It came into oxist- 
enco during tho tinio of Sir JnmcB 
Douglas, and expired, through tho re- 
fusal of Mr Soymour io ordor a now 
eleotion, bomo throo months ago. The 
past caroor of tho Mining Board has 
given eminent satisfaction. Tho mem- 
bers stood in tho li^ht of advisers of 
tho Governor and tho Gold Commis- 
sioner} and their invostituro with 
power to pass rules resulted most 
beneficially to tho district and tho 
eountry. Wo are, therefore, at a losa 
to understand why tho system is to bo 
discontinued. Surely, Government 
cannot be aiming to dostioy tho last 
vostigo of popular government left us, 
and to concontiato power that it is 
incapable of wielding in its own 
hands ? Wu havo over boon of opinion 
that the pooplo of this Colony, ns a 
•whole, are poseossod of intolligonco 
that ontitlos thorn to a voice in tho 
management of thoir public affairs as 
much asany of the privileged gentlemen 
who now do us tho distinguished honor 
of consuming a great doal of our 
monoy in porforming a very litilo work. 
As tho people are called on to " pay 
tho piper," we do not soo why thoy 
should not bo invested with tho right 
of selecting the individual who is ox- 
pected to play sweet tunes for their 
edification. Cariboo and Victoria aro 
tho two groat taxpaying centres of 
tho Colony. In tiino tho agricultural 
country lying betwoon those points 
will pay largely into tho public chest : 
but at present tho returns from that 
locality aro inconsiderable. At Victoria 
thocitizons are blessed ivith a Munici 
pality — a real, live, respectable Cor- 
poiation — which during its cxistonco 
has really dono more good than 
tho Soymour Govorntnont, with all its 
vast expenditure has Euccecdod in 
effecting. It seems fitraugo, thcroforo, 
that ono of tho principal tax-paying 
points should bo deprived of tho 
only means within its powor to bettor 
its condition, whilo tho o .her is lolt in 
tho undisturbed onjoymont of its 
Municipal powor. If Victorians aro 
competent to au/gost tho peculiar 
rulos and regulations Uiat will mrst 
benefit them, why aro not tho minors? 
Wo do not know, of course, what this 
suddon determination on tho part of 
his Excolloncy may portend; but wo 
muebfoarif it bo not tho forerunner 
of othor and still greater raids upon 
tho littlo liberty yot retained by tho 
people. Wo trust that tho miners of 
Cariboo will memorialize the Governor 
and rcquost a ronowal of the chartor 
of the Mining Board. Evon should 
tho request not bo complied w lb, 
they will, at least, ob ain an explana- 
tion of tho singular policy which tho 
Governor has adopted towards them. 



Taper limiting.

Our opportunity lor field fporls in 
tho Colony are so limited that wo feel confi- 
dent om farmers will accept this as an 
apology i. for my ntnoyanoo wo may havo 
caused ihom, and iliat ono und all will on 
futuro occasions meet us in a liberal spirit.

TnK Sheffield Sawci hinders' .Re- 
solutions. — A mooting of working 
men was hold in Puradiso equaro, 
Sheffield, on Tuesday ovoning, to hoar 
an address by the Rev. II. Stainton — 
through whoso exertions Crookes was 
retained in his situation — and to ontor 
a solemn protest against, tho resolu- 
tions passed by the Sawgrindors' 
Union. There was a very largo at^ 
tendance. Mr S ainton, having road 
ovor tho resolutions pa-sod by the 
Sawgrindors' Union, procoodod to 
show that in tho part ho had takon in 
interceding for Crook bs ho had roooiv- 
ed tho support und sympathy not only 
of clergymen and ministers, but of 
some ol tbo loading- merchants and 
manufacturers in tho town. Coming 
10 I ha resolutions, 1 o denounced thorn 
as being opposed to tbo best interosts 
of tho Union, as being contrury to all 
social law and order, and as being if 
direct viola'ion of religion and moral- 
ity, Tho carrying out, of tho resolu- 
tions would effectually destroy tbo 
character of tho Union, and would in- 
flict immense injury on Unions in 
general. He had con-orscd with mem- 
bers of tbc Sawgrindors' Union, he 
bad evon had an interview with the 
chief actor in the torr'blo dramas that 
had been en to tod, and bad ondeavorod 
to ascertain from what motivo tho re* 
eolations hud been pusiod — why the 
Union had again brought down upon 
themselves tho indignation of tho 
wholo English prons. He could only 
como to tho conclusion that personal 
considerations amongst tho grinder* 
wero paramount, and that at tho loss 
of character, respectability, and all 
that it wan most desirable a Union 
should possess, tho Sawgrindors' Union 
was prepared to retain Broadbead and 
Crookn on tho roll of members. A 
voto in condemnation of tho resolu 
ti ns was passed at tho close of tho 
meeting. On Wednesday night, a 
meeting of tho Executive of tho Or 
ganised Trades was held, when a reso 
lution was passed denouncing the :o 
solutions recently agreed to by tho 
Sawgrindors' Union, and refusing to 
have any inteicourso with that Union 
till it had expressed contrition for past 
misdeeds, and given a guarantee for 
futuro good conduct. 

A.n Execution is Mexico — The Mex 
ico city correspondent of the New York 
Times sends the following account of the 
execution of Vidaurri : — ''On tho 8th of 
July General Santiago Vidaurri, an old 
grey-haired Mexican patriot, who had 
served for 28 days us Maximilian's Secre* 
tary of the Treasury, was discovered by 
the police at daylight in the houso of an 
American. lie was rudely dragged 
through the streets to the City Council 
buildings and condemned to be shot to 
death in the back at 1- o'clock, or in six 
hours' time. The old soldier, aged 68 
years, never winced. Ho bowed his 
stately form in acquiescence to tho doom 
so easily pronounced upon him, mid asked 
only ono boon, that he might see his son 
'No, you can sec no son, nor can you 
speak with any on^ hut Officers and sol- 
diers.' General Slaughter (ex-Confeder 
ate; obtained a respite for him of three 
hours. At 8 p. in, lie was partly led and 
partly pushed through the PJiiza do 
Annas, close by and under the shadow of 
the Grand Cathedral, and kicked, while 
his hands- were hound, through two street 
of Santo Domingo to a small public square 
of the same name, nnd there, in tho corner 
of a square made by the angles of* the 
ruins ol an old convent, they blindfolded 
him and placed him in such a position that 
his corpse would fall in scavengers' offals, 
they turned his back to the troops and to 
tho people, and literally tore the chest of 
tho uiant, soldier of Nuevu Leon into a 
sieve. Not satisfied with his death, the 
Serjeant of the gtiard loaded a musket, 
placed it to his forehead, fired his piece, 
and none among 1 the living could have 
recognised tho brave old Vidaurri, of 
Nueva Leon, in the horribly mangled 
body lying there. The Liberals cheered, 
their hands played lively national airs dur- 
ing this joyf:l festival of death ; but the 
white spectators, the educated Mexicans 
there, turned away from the nwlul scene 
•.viih that same disgust that one would 
turn from a cannibal ritual in a heathen 
land." 

The Late Mr Rabet's Will. — A 
correspondent has favoured us with a 
cony of the will of tho famous American 
horse tamer. The document is truly 
characteristic of I ho deceased, inasmuch 
an special bequests are made of several 
horses, whom be mrutions by name and 
bequeaths to various members of his 
family. The celebrated horse Cruiser, by 
the taming of whom he mainly made his 
reputation, he leaves to his brother, 
Frederick Rarey ; but Cruiser is not to 
be used for any other purpose than ns a 
stallion, nor for any purposes of exhibition 
but he is to be kept and remain on the 
farm where he now is, and within the 
stable and enclosure now occupied by him

Preserved in Ice. — About 40,000 lbs. 
of fossil ivory— that is to say, the tusks of 
at least 100 mammoths— are bartered for 
every year in Now Siberia. As many as 
10 tusks have been found lying together 
in the "Tundra," weighing from 150 lbs. 
to 300 lbs. each. Notwithstanding the 
enormous amount already carried uway, 
the stores of fossil ivory do nor appear to 
diminish. In many places near tho 
mouths of the great rivers flowing into 
t he Artie Ocean tho bones and tusks of 
these antediluvian pachyderms lie scatter 
ed about liko the relics of a ploughed-up 
battle-field. Tho mammoths appear to 
hove been suddenly enveloped in ice or to 
have sunk into mud which was on tho 
point of congealing, and which, before the 
process of decay could commence, froze 
around tho bodies and preserved them in 
the condition in which they perished.
